Claims 1-26 are pending. Further examination and reconsideration respectfully 
are requested. 

This amendment is in response to a telephonic interview with Examiner Nguyen. 

Telephonic Interview Summary 

The Applicants participated in two telephonic interviews with Examiner Nguyen. 
In an interview on June 8, 2006, Ronald E. Gerber spoke with Examiner Nguyen. In an 
interview on June 13, 2006, Ronald E. Gerber and David A. Carroll spoke with Examiner 
Nguyen. The following five items were discussed in those interviews. 

(1) The Examiner brought to the attention of the Applicants a reference, U.S. 
Patent No. 6,035,079. 

(2) The Examiner said that claims 22, 23 and 26 are allowable as written. 

(3) In discussing claims 1 , 2, 8 and 13, agreement was reached that claims 8 and 
13 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form, incorporating the limitations of the 
base claim and any Intervening claims. 

(4) In discussing claims 17 and 18, agreement was reached that claim 18 would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form, incorporating the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

(5) The Examiner remarked that he would like to see more elements incorporated 
into claim 24 for clarity.

New dependent claims 27-31 are analogous to dependent claims 3-7, but depend 
from claim 13. 

(4) Claim 17 has been cancelled. 

Claim 18 has been rewritten in independent form, and includes all the limitations 
of original claim 17. Claim 18 is unchanged in scope from this amendment 
Dependent claims 19-21 are not amended.
